This record, brief wid bald as ib is, “has 
its interest. ‘The attitude of the. Tsungli 
Yamen as revealed init is indeed remark- 
able, though well in- keeping with the 
F general duuble-dealing of tha Court. © It is 
true that’ some-at least of the Yamen were 
genuinely friendly to foreigners; four of 
them paid for this with their’ lives. . But 
the kind enquiries after Lhe Inspector 
General and Stadf on the 21st July, month 
after the Customs buildings had been vacat- 
ed and the sieve begun, have an unconscious 
humour which in (he'cirevnstanees was un- 
pardonable. ‘Tho mockery of the professed 
salicttude of the Chinese Government, 
through the body delegated to treat with 
foreigners, confirms to the fnll-the treachery 
of that Government. The iticidents of. the 
siege, as. far as the actual fighting is con- 
cerned,. are hardly touched upon in the 
accouit before us. ‘ For that reason the’ 
few facts recorded ‘starid out well by theni-* 
selves, unobscured “by “other details, and ‘- 
set forth not the least remarkable feature 


of a remarkuble affair.
